‘The varia- 

tion from the normal was also less regular and continuous in either direction than usual, and 

consequentl: the averages for the month are practically normal. In the western districts 
there is a slight excess, and elsewhere a slight defect, generally under +02 inch. 

ature was generally above the normal in the early part of the month and again 

towards the end, while about the end of the third week there was a period of cool weather, 

which followed the general disturbance of that time. The low temperatures then prevalent 

slowly disappeared dbo the rise of pressure on the 24th, exoept in the south-west, where 

there was a continuous defect, especially on the last day of the month, 

The variation, as usually happens during the hot season, was much greater in the day 
than in the night, as the ocourrence of cloudy weather is followed by a large reduction in 
the maximum reading with probably little or no change in the minimum reading. 

The average variation for April from the normal maximum temperature ranges from 
defect of 2°:5 at Chaibassa to excess of 5° in part of North Bengal. ‘be variation from 
the normal minimum is much smaller, there beiug a general small excess, except in the 

. northern districts, where there is a swall defect. 

Tho average mean excess for the month is 2°-4 in North Bengal, 1°8 in East Bengal, 
and a little under 1° in South-West Bengal. In other parts of the Provinco and Assam the 
variation is small. 

Rainfall —Scattered showers were more et than usual, except in Bihar and North 
Bengal, but these showers were in many cases light and scattered, and did not add materially 
to ‘e total for the month, except what fell at the end of the third week, when moderately 
hoavy rainfall was general in the east and south of the Province. In East Bengal the fall 
was more than half an inch in exoess; in South-West Bengal the average excess was 
+8 inch, and in Orissa *4 inch, while in Bihar about one-sixth of the usual amount fell, and in 
Re ee ata tile over 1 inch instead of the usual amount of 3 inches.

Final Report on the Oilseed Crops of Bengal, 1900-1901. 

Explanatory.—This forecast furnishes the final estimates 
of the area and outturn of all the various kinds of oilseeds 
(rabiand bhadoi) grown in these Provinces, 

Character of the season,—'The monsoon rains were fitful 
and irregular during the past year. In September the fall 
-was general and heavy, while in several districts of Lower 

it was altogether abnormal. There was very little 
rain in the two following months, and in December also the 
fall was in defect everywhere, meag K 4 Orissa and parts 
of Bihar, The rainfall in January and I'ebruary was very 
much in excess of the normal in most parts of the Province, 
but was deficient in North and East Bengal. In March the 
fall has been deficient all over the Province. On the whole, 
the season has been decidedly unfavourable to the oilseed 
crops generally, which have suffered from an excess of rain 
ah many districts and from a comparative drought in 
ers, 
Area sown.—The normal area under the several oilseed 
crops is estimated as 4,022,600 acres, out of which 3,805,700 
acres are reported to have been sown’ this . This 
apparent contraction in the area is due chiefly to local 
variations, which have been insufficiently exiined. and only 
in a small measure to the unfavourable nature of the season, 
Last year, only 3,638,400 acres were cultivated with oilseed 
crops in this Province. . 

Character of the crop.—From the abstract of the district _ 
returns given in Appendix I, it will be seen that out of the 
45 districts in the Province, only one (Saran, 120 per cent.)

1. Explanatory —This report furnishes the final esti- 
mates of the area and outturn of the wheat crop of the past 
season in these Provinces, 

Under the standing orders of Government a summary, 
of the reports on the principal harvests of the year is 
included in this report and an abstract statement, containing 
the district reports ¢ the fluctuations in the prices of 
food-grains during the year and the present condition of 
food-stocks in each district, is also appended to it. 

2. Charactersof the scason—'The rainfall of the year has 
been in many respects abnormal, and has proved very 

- unfavourable to the wheat crop. In the monsoon period the 
fall was capricious and badly distributed. In Bencedter 
it was heavy and general, and in the Burdwan, Presi- 
dency, and Orissa Divisions greatly exceeded the normal. 
The fall in October was very much in defect all over the 
Province, except in Orissa, while in November there was 
practically no rain anywhere. In December also the fall 
was in defect everywhere, ex in Orissa and in parts of 
Bihar and South-West Bengal. ¢ rainfall in January and 

. Feb was very much in excess of the normal, ant

revised in somo cases, but is still some 36,800 acres above 
the norm]. Last year only 1,550,300 acres were sown 
with this crop. The extension of cultivation is scarcely 
more than normal, and is practically confined to the districts 
of Murshidabad, Patna, and Malda, where some rice lands in 
which the winter rice crop had failed were sown with wheat. 

4. Outturn —Since the publicatiou of the preliminar 
forecast, the croy las improved in only three districts, while 
it has deteriorated in as many as twenty-three districts, the 
deterioration in the Patna Division due to unfavourable 
weather in February last beg especially marked. From 
the annexed. abstract of tbe final district returns, it will be 
seen that only one district (Mulda 11 per cent.) now reports 
a crop above the normal, while four districts (Birbhum, 
Darjeeling, Champaran, and Angul) return a normal crop, 
and six (Midnapore, Rajshahi, Pabna, Saran, Bhugalpur, and 
the Sonthal Parganas) estimate a crop between 91 and 99 

cent, In five of the remaining districts -the crop is 
estimated at between 81 and 90 per cont., and in eight 
others it is estimated at between 70 ani 80 per cent, 
while the outturn in the remaining twelve falls below 70 per 
cent. of a normal crop. In the first forecast of this crop, 
which was based on its prospects as they stood at the end of 
January, it was auticipated that the January rain would, on 
the whole, prove beneficial to it, if followed, as might 
reasonably have been expected, by fine and sunny weather 
in February. Rain and cloud, however, continued, with the 
disastrous results which have been noted above, Although 
the damage has probably been overestimated in some 
districts, it has undoubtedly been great, and I now estimate 
the actual outturn of the crop at 85 per cent. only, as 
compared with an estimate of 105 per cent in the first 
forecast, 

The gross outturn of the wheat crop may be roughly 
estimated as 507,000 tons as compared with an outturn of 
572,700 tons in 1829-1900. 

5. Summary of harees's.—The following is a summary of 
the harvests of the year 1900-1901. 

Bihadoi or Autumn crops—The season was generally 
unfavourable to these crops, although less so than in the 
previous year. There was a smaller area than usual placed 
under them, the area under the bfadvi food-crops amounting 
to 12,704,300 acres only, as compared with a normal area 
of 13,744,400, The outturn of these food-crops was about 
90 per cent, of the normal, while the jute crop was about 
normal and other non-food bhadoi crops gave an outturn of 
about 85 per cent. : é ‘ 

Winter rice—Owing to the capricious and unevenly 
distributed rainfall of the year, and to the serious floos 
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occasioned by the September rains in the Burdwan, 
Presidency, and Orissa Diyi-ions, the winter rice crop of 
the Province was but a poor one. ‘The area cultivated with 
this crop was estimated at 28,949,900 acres, against 
81,23!,300 acres in 1899, and the outturn was finally esti- 
mated at $8 per cent, of a normal crop. 

Rabi crops.—The season has been generally unfavourable 
tothe growth and ripening of the radi crops. The area 
cultivated with them was flow the normal, the area under 
rabi food-erops amounting to 9,338,300 acres as against a 
normal area of 9,456,600 acres. The outturn of these crops 
averaged about 85 per cent, inthe past year as compared 
with an outturn of something over 90 per cent, in 
1899-1900, 

6, Food-stocks andthe prices of food-grains.—The unpre- 
cedentedly heavy export of rice to the famine districts of 
Central and Western India during the e year has had 
some effect_on tho food-stocks of the Province, and has 
caused prices to rule higher than usual in almost every 
district, while the produce of the year’s supply. of food-grains 
has been generally below the average. ‘The stocks in hand 
are svid to be. small in some districts, especially in parts of 
Chota Nagpur, and plentiful in others. They are probably, 
on the whole, sufficient, 

7. Exports of wheat to Calcutta,—¥'rom the trade statistics 
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into Calcutta in the past year. ‘This is probably due more to 
the direct export of wheat to North-Western India than to 
any other_cause, .
